HE Tar1.zr recounts how PAcoL ET his

fore him. Though the Story be Fiction, yet ſuch 
Effect were in Reality not abſolutely improbable. 
The wiſe SpaRTANSs experimented ſomething like 
it, in expoſing their Slaves, purpoſely made drunk, 
to the View of their Sons; who were thereby the 
more render'd Abhorrers of ſuch anmanning vile 
Debauchery. Could a Man, of good Senſe and 
' Faſhion, but perfectly ſee and conſider, in a fober 
Hour, his own very Perſon acting before others 


the filly and filthy Scene of a thorough Debauch, 


it might, poſſibly, ſet him more on his guard
